Inserting the battery and the SD/SDHC 
memory card (sold separately)

Battery/card compartment cover

Charging the battery with the supplied 
USB-AC adapter 

! The included F-2AC USB-AC adapter (with an AC 
cable or plug-in type; hereafter referred to as USB-AC 
adapter) differs depending on the region where you 
purchased the camera. If you received a plug-in type 
USB-AC adapter, plug it directly into an AC outlet. 
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/ The included USB-AC adapter has been designed to 
be used only for charging. Make sure that operations 
such as shooting, viewing images and so on are not 
being used while the USB-AC adapter is connected 
to the camera.
